This 
cylinder has 10 levers, at least twice as many as most other makes of 
locks. The use of 10 levers provides over 1,000,000 different combinations, 
so every lock we make is different to any other, unless specially ordered 
otherwise. There is no record of a skeleton key having operated an 
Ingersoll Lock, or its key cylinder having been picked. 

With Ingersoll you have a lock as exclusive as your own fingerprint. 
Guarding the key mechanism is a steel-clad cover to resist drilling. Lugs 
on the side of the cylinder body anchor it to the door to prevent forceful 
rotation; the cylinder cover itself is shaped to prevent gripping by a pipe 
wrench.
